Senior council staffs pay 
rises ‘not open to scrutiny’

Three senior Kingston Coun¬ 
cil staff have been given pay 
rises that could ultimately see 
their combined salaries rise 
by up to £50,000. 

But Kingston Council said 
the move reflected their in¬ 
creased responsibilities - and 
is actually saving taxpayers 
£120,000 a year. 

The council’s senior staff 
panel signed off pay rises for 
director of children’s services 
Nick Whitfield, director of 
health and adult services 
David Smith and Scott Her¬ 
bertson, head of cultural ser¬ 
vices and lifelong learning. 

It is understood both Mr 
Whitfield and Mr Smith will 
receive annual salaries in ex¬ 
cess of £140,000, up from about 
£ 120 , 000 . 

Both are employed by differ¬ 
ent organisations - Richmond 
Council and the NHS 
Kingston Clinical Commis- 
sioningGroup respectively - 
and Kingston will pay half of 
their wages. 

Meanwhile, Mr Herbertson 
has been moved into the coun¬ 
cil’s top directorial pay band 
of between £97,278 and 
£107,778 per year. 


Kingston Council leader 
Derek Osbourne said the 
move reflected the officers’ in¬ 
creased responsibilities as the 
council merged some of its 
services with Richmond. 

Coun Osbourne said: “Nick 
is now the director of two 
boroughs, not one, while 
David spans two significant 
organisations. 

“Scott has taken on a signifi¬ 
cant increase in his role, and 
all he’s getting at the moment 
is an extra £1,800 a year.” 

A Kingston Council 


spokesman said: “These posts 
will save the council £120,000 a 
year on senior management 
costs. 

“The appointments are the 
result of integrating health 
and social care, and our joint 
Achieving for Children ser¬ 
vice with Richmond Council - 
measures designed to achieve 
better outcomes for the people 
of Kingston, greater resilience 
and an overall reduction in se¬ 
nior manager costs.” 

But Conservative group 
leader Howard Jones said: 


“We are looking at a rise in 
salary for senior members, 
which were not open to scruti¬ 
ny and were decided by a 
closed in-house panel. 

“The remuneration pack¬ 
ages for senior staff exceed 
what is appropriate when so 
many are getting by on re¬ 
duced salaries and continue to 
pay the highest council tax 
rate in London and some of 
the heaviest utility bills.”

It was claimed the 
students punched and 
dragged their 20-year-old 
victim from Norbiton sta¬ 
tion back to their maison¬ 
ette in Robin Hood Way, 
Kingston. 

Mr Yadav claimed he 
was made to clean up his 
own blood stains using de¬ 
tergent and allowed to fre¬ 


quently wash the blood off 
his face in the bathroom. 

The men were also ac¬ 
cused of robbing him of a 
silver watch, Fendi wallet, 
three Visa cards, cash 
and a BlackBerry mobile 
phone. 

But doubts were raised 
on Mr Yadav’s account 
during the trial as he was

‘Worst thing to 



happen here’ 


A murder inquiry has been 
launched after a man died after 
being “stabbed” inside a flat on the 
Kingsnympton estate. 

Small children and neighbours 
watched in horror as paramedics 
fought to save the life of the man, 
named locally as 28-year-old Cohn 
Bolton. 

The London air ambulance, po¬ 
lice and paramedics were cahed to 
Thursley House at about 6.20pm 
on Monday, and puhed a bleeding 
man from inside the first floor flat 
before trying to revive him. 

He died shortly afterwards but 
was left outside, between numbers 
nine and 16, as the police took over 
the crime scene, instahing a tent to 
hide his body. 

Shocked Kingsnympton resident 
Stephen Beard, 49, said: “You 
could see him lying on the floor. 
Everyone had a clear view. 

“As soon as I saw him I thought 
‘he’s dead’. He was still out there 
for four or five hours after.” 

Another resident, who did not 
want to be named, said: “I was 
upset at how they dealt with it. 

“They should have asked every¬ 
one to move back and not look out

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of their windows. There were kids 
outside that could see everything.” 

Tayo Awa, a 35-year-old father of 
three who lives in Thursley House, 
said: “I have been here nine years 
now, and I am worried for my kids 
and myself.” 

Another resident, who did not 
want to be named, said: “This has 
got to be the worst thing that’s ever 
happened up here. 

“There’s been occasions before 
where it’s got bloody, but no one 
has ever ended up dead.” 

A neighbour said Mr Bolton was 
a regular visitor to the flat in 
Thursley House where a man and 
his daughter lived. 

He said he regularly visited, ac¬ 
companied by a woman, who he 
believed to be the girl’s mother. 

The flat’s occupants went back 
briefly to their home to collect 
belongings on Tuesday afternoon. 
□ A 44-year-old man was arrested 
on suspicion of murder on Tues¬ 
day morning in Portsmouth and 
admitted to a south London 
hospital.

Councillor’s ‘benefit fraud’ 
case faces six-month delay 


An investigation into alleged 
benefit fraud by a Kingston 
councillor has been set back 
six months after a botched 
Government intervention. 

Independent Canbury ward 
Councillor Tim Dennen has 
been under investigation since 
April last year, although de¬ 
tails of the case cannot be re¬ 
leased for legal reasons. 

Should the investigation find 
against him, he could be forced 
to resign as a councillor and 
face prosecution. 

But the chance of it conclud¬ 
ing anytime soon is remote, 
after Kingston Council was 
handed back the investigation 
by the Department for Work 
and Pensions (DWP). 

Council leader Councillor 
Derek Osbourne admitted the 
case had “disappeared into the 
ether” and laid the blame firm¬ 
ly at the doorstop of the DWP. 

Coun Osbourne said: “The

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council started its investiga¬ 
tion and then got overruled by 
the DWP. 

“Unlike the council, the DWP 
has a time-out period regard¬ 
ing investigations, and took so 
long the investigation timed 
out. 

“We lost about six months 
with the DWP doing its bit. 
Now it has come back to us, 
and I do not think it came back 
to us until February, and to be 
honest it has disappeared into 
the ether.” 

Former Liberal Democrat 
Coun Dennen resigned from 
the party in April last year, cit¬ 
ing “disillusionment” with the 
party’s direction. 

He was then backed by 
former Conservative rivals 
to take over as chairman 
of Kingston neighbourhood

committee, only to step down a 
week later. 

It later emerged he was being 
investigated by his own coun¬ 
cil for suspected benefit fraud, 
with senior sources on both 
sides of the political divide 


saying he was forced out by his 
party when the allegations 
surfaced. 

Conservative leader Council¬ 
lor Howard Jones said: “I 
think to leave somebody dan¬ 
gling on the edge of an investi¬ 
gation without a result is 
appalling. 

“It must be a huge burden to 
carry around with him, not to 
mention the effect on the peo¬ 
ple he represents. 

“He will be worrying about 
whether he is going to be pros¬ 
ecuted or not, and whether he 
is or is not should surely 
be made public as soon as 
possible.” 

A spokesman for Kingston 
Council said the investigation 
was still ongoing, but declined 
to comment further. 

Despite several attempts to 
contact Coun Dennen, he had 
not responded to enquiries at 
the time of going to press.

In a statement released 
by the hospital, Ian 
Reynolds said he would 
help to recruit his 
successor.

The hospital is also

Murder trial halted by 
smelly juror complaint

A murder trial has been forced to 
restart after a female juror com¬ 
plained that the man sat next to 
her in the court smelled. 

A letter to the Old Bailey 
judge complained she could not 
concentrate. 

The trial into the death of 20- 
year-old Jamie Sanderson, who 
was stabbed in Oceana nightclub, 
was two days into a six week trial 
when Judge Wendy Joseph dis¬ 
charged the jury. 

She said: “There is a problem. 
There is nothing that the poor 
man can do about it. I am not pre¬ 
pared to force him to sit in anoth¬ 
er part of the court room. 

“Even if I were to find jurors to 
sit by him, it would not necessari¬ 
ly resolve the problem. At the end 
of the day they have all got to sit 
in the jury room together. 

“We are two days and one hour 
into evidence and the prospect of 
many weeks ahead of us. 

“These defendants are entitled 
to a trial by 12 jurors. Nobody re¬ 
ally wants to go on with 11 jurors 
from a defence point of view.” 

The juror in question was spo¬ 
ken to by the court matron about 
his cleanliness. 

While the jury were out of the 
court room, lawyers were told he 
had no health issues, regularly 
showered and washed his clothes. 

The judge considered moving 
him into the press box but said 
she felt this may ostracise him. 

Judge Joseph said: “He was 
pretty comfortable where he was 
in the jury box and did not wish 
to be put to one side. In light of 
that, it would be wrong of me to 
make him do that. 


“He believes that the complaint 
has come from a number of 
jurors.” 

She also said it worried her that 
as the weather got warmer it 
could lead to more complaints. 

Prosecutor Crispin Aylett had 
called for the juror to be dis¬ 
charged and for the trial to con¬ 
tinue but all four defence 
counsels disagreed. 

A new jury was sworn in on 
Tuesday at 3pm ready to hear the 
case again from the beginning. 


Cases in the Crown Court cost 
an estimated £3,000 a day. 

In 2005 a blackmail trial in 
Gloucester was discharged after 
two jurors complained about an¬ 
other juror’s smell. 

□ Levan Greenfield, 22, Ashley 
Milne, 23, both of Peckham, and 
Brandon Francis, 19, of West Dul¬ 
wich, and Benjamin Onwuma, 
20, of Walworth, all deny murder¬ 
ing Mr Sanderson in the early 
hours of October 25, last year.

Transplant tot back home again

Smiling faces abound now that 
baby girl Carina Marcangelo has fi¬ 
nally returned home after being 
given the gift of life through a new 
heart and battling through compli¬ 
cations. 

Carina, now aged 15-and-a-half 
months, had cardiomyopathy diag¬ 
nosed in July last year and spent 
six months in hospital, away from 
her Esher home. 

The disease damages the heart 
muscle and Carina was admitted to 
the Royal Brompton Hospital in Oc¬ 
tober after she collapsed at home. 
After a month in hospital, she was 
placed on the waiting list for a 
heart transplant and was the 
youngest patient in the country to 
be fitted 

with an implantable cardioverter- 
defibrillator (ICD). 

Following an agonising wait, in 
early April the Marcangelo family 
received the call they had been 
waiting desperately for and Carina 
was taken to Great Ormond Street 
Hospital for the transplant. 

Before the call, the family said 
they had prepared themselves for 
the worst as doctors had told them 
many times to say when they 
thought the ordeal had been 
enough for their daughter. 

Carina’s father, Darren Marcan¬ 
gelo, 40, said: “The doctors had told 
us they didn’t know what to do next 
for Carina. 

“It is a horrendous position to be 
in, but we were never going to give 
up on her.” 

Carina underwent the nine-hour

procedure and her parents were 
told she would come back from the 
surgery on an ECMO machine, 
which acts as an external bypass 
machine. 

She almost bled to death after the 
surgery and doctors had to act 
quickly to stop the bleeding. As a 
result, Carina ended up with a 
large blood clot behind her knee. 

Mr Marcangelo said: “They ini¬ 
tially said there was no hope for her 
leg after the transplant. It was hor¬ 
rendous. We didn’t cope very well 
with it.” 

His wife, Nicole, 36, said: “It just 
felt like one thing after another 
and we thought ‘What’s next?”’ 

The family said they were “so 
lucky” a plastic surgeon came up 
and looked at Carina’s leg and 
suggested a procedure worth try¬ 
ing. 

The procedures to save her 
were successful and Carina 
now has blood thinning injec¬ 
tions to her 

leg twice a day to help the 
recovery process. 

After a month-and-a-half 
at Great Ormond Street 
Hospital, the family were 
delighted to be able to 
spend the late May bank 
holiday at home. 

The family’s joy was 
short-lived when Carina 
was taken to Kingston 
Hospital on Monday, May 


27, after having difficulty breathing 
and a high temperature. 

Mrs Marcangelo said: “They said 
it would be a short stay while she 
had oxygen, but it was quite 
strange being back at Kingston, as 
that is where it all began. Kingston 
Hospital saved her life the first day 
she collapsed. 


“The day we left Great Ormond 
Street, a consultant said to us they 
were amazed Kingston had kept her 
alive because of her complex condi¬ 
tion. Kingston is a fantastic hospi¬ 
tal and has a brilliant team.” 

After being given antibiotics for 
her chest infection, Carina re¬ 
turned home to her family on 
Thursday, May 30, where she has 
remained since. 

Mrs Marcangelo said: “Apart 
from the hiccup, life has 
been so amazing since we 
have been home, but it is 
exhausting.” 

The family said the 
change in Carina had 
been great since return¬ 
ing home, with her 
starting to blow 
raspberries again - 
something she did 
in the early 
stages of being 
admitted to 
hospital.

Doctor behind intensive 
care unit dies, aged 96 



A doctor who started the in¬ 
tensive care unit at Kingston 
Hospital, and was one of the 
pioneers of the epidural, has 
died. 

Andrew Doughty, an anaes¬ 
thetist from Thames Ditton, 
died at a Chertsey hospital, 
aged 96. 

The man behind the lifesav¬ 
ing unit was also a forerunner 
in obstetrics, and one of the 
first to use the epidural on 
women giving birth in 
Kingston. 

His daughter Catherine 
Niles said: “He would never 
stand on a chair and shout 
from the rooftops about what 
he had done. He was very, 
very humble. He was just a 
wonderful man.” 

He was born in 1916 during 
an air raid, and his early life 
was dominated by wartime. 
He joined the British Army as 
a doctor and volunteered for 
an anaesthetics post. 

He trained in Calcutta, and 
went on to anaesthetise every¬ 
thing from mice for typhus re¬ 
search, a pet cocker spaniel 
and human patients. 

Ms Niles said: “He loved to 
tell some funny stories about 
his time in the Army when he 
‘A wonderful man’: Andrew Doughty was in Burma.

He enjoyed comedy shows, 
all-in wrestling from the 
1960s, and Dad’s Army. 

Ms Niles said: “He always 
had a twinkle in his eye and a 
great sense of humour.”

Cull is a flawed plan that 
will not tackle TB problem 


June 1 was officially the first 
day of summer, but for bad¬ 
gers this was an extremely 
grim day as it signals the start 
of the ill-conceived and futile 
slaughter of more than 5,000 
badgers as part of scientifical¬ 
ly flawed plan to achieve a 
modest reduction in the levels 
of TB in cattle. 

The method of killing bad¬ 
gers is extremely inhumane. 

As an organisation that re¬ 
sponds to incidents where 
badgers have been hit by cars 
we have firsthand experience 


of the trauma they can experi¬ 
ence that does not lead to a 
quick death. 

Shooting them will in¬ 
evitably lead to many being 
injured and crawling off to 
their setts to experience a 
painful and lingering death. 

Defra states it intends to as¬ 
sess how humane the cull is, 
but how can it do that consid¬ 
ering that the cull will be 
done in the dark and will in¬ 
volve shooting free running 
badgers? 

Thanks to a Freedom of 


Information request we now 
know. 

The method of assessment 
will involve comparing the 
badger’s screams having been 
shot with those of whales that 
have been harpooned. It 
frankly beggars belief. 

This cull is unscientific, in¬ 
humane and will not help 
tackle the problem of TB in 
cattle. Indeed from the many 
scientific papers that have 
been published on the issue 
there is a real and substantial 
risk that it might even make 


matters worse. 

It is ironic that, in a careful¬ 
ly designed released pro¬ 
gramme, last year we 
introduced our 100th previ¬ 
ously orphaned badger cub 
back to the wild and yet right 
now in some parts of England 
badgers are being killed in a 
totally flawed plan to reduce 
TB in cattle herds.

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New penalties tackle anti-social driving 


Careless drivers who put 
other road users at risk face 
on-the-spot penalties under 
new measures announced by 
Road Safety Minister Stephen 
Hammond. 

The changes will give the 
police powers to issue fixed 
penalty notices giving them 
greater flexibility in dealing 
with less serious careless 
driving offences - such as 
tailgating or middle lane 
hogging - and freeing them 
from resource-intensive court 
processes. 

The fixed penalty of a £100 
fine and three points on a 
driving licence will also 
enable the police to offer 
educational training as an 
alternative to endorsement. 

Drivers will still be able to 
appeal any decision in court. 

In addition, existing fixed 
penalty levels for most 
motoring offences - including 


£100 fine and points on licence for middle-lane hoggers and tailgaters 


using a mobile phone at the 
wheel and not wearing a 
seatbelt - will rise to £100 to 
bring them into line with the 
penalties for similar non¬ 
motoring fixed penalties. 

Stephen Hammond said: 
“Careless drivers are a 
menace and their negligence 


puts innocent people’s lives at 
risk. That is why we are 
making it easier for the police 
to tackle problem drivers by 
allowing them to immediately 
issue a fixed penalty notice 
rather than needing to take 
every offender to court. 

“We are also increasing 
penalties 
for a range 
of driving 
offences to 
a level 
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which reflects their 
seriousness and which will 
ensure that they are 
consistent with other similar 
penalty offences.” 

Edmund King, president of 
the AA, said: “AA members 
broadly support an increase 
in the level of the fixed 
penalty. Our members also 
fully support educational 
training as an alternative to 
penalty points. We are also 
pleased to see that, at long 
_ last, new powers and 
fines will 




be given to the police to 
tackle the top three pet hates 
of drivers - tailgaters, mobile 
phone abusers and middle- 
lane hogs.” 

Chief Constable Suzette 
Davenport Association of 
Chief Police Officers lead on 
roads policing, said: “The 
new penalties are absolutely 
necessary to deal with 
drivers who are putting 
people’s lives at risk, and 
police will not hesitate to 
enforce them. 

“These measures should 
also act as a reminder to 
careless drivers that their 
behaviour will not be 
tolerated. 

“The vast majority of 
drivers are law abiding, but 
some are still not getting the 
message. We said we would 


get tougher on those who 
make our roads dangerous 
and that is exactly what we 
have done.” 

The most serious examples 
will continue to go through 
court, where offenders may 
face higher penalties. There 
are no changes to penalty 
levels for parking offences. 

Raising the penalty levels 
for these offences offers an 
additional incentive for 
drivers to take up remedial 
courses which address poor 
driving behaviour in the 
longer term. 

The changes - which the 
Government aims to bring 
into force in July - are being 
introduced following 
extensive public consultation 
with road safety groups and 
police forces.

Hard times for Tom

He said: “The reverse grid 
final race is normally frenet¬ 
ic, and although it’s not been 


too bad so far this season, 
last weekend was a bit 
fraught. 

“There was a lot of rub¬ 
bing, a lot of defending of po¬ 
sitions and attacking. 

“I got some damage on the 
front of the car when I 
clipped a tyre stack on one on 
the corners, but we were 
doing a good job. 

“It was a shame when the 
puncture struck because 
there was only one lap to go, 
but it is one of those things. 

“Our biggest target of the 
weekend was to try some new 
things with the car in quali¬ 
fying and finish in the top 10, 
which we did, in 10th, so 
there are some positives from 
the weekend.”
